STATE-OWNED LIQUOR SHOPS 


Hard Beverages to Be Sold in Cer- 
tain Places Under Bill Sent 
to Governor.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 23. 
Ohio’s Legislature, after more than 
two and a half weeks of wrangling, 
last night adopted liquor’ control 
legislation in which state monopoly 
is a salient feature and sales of 
hard liquor by the glass will be 
legalized within 15 days after Gov. 
White names a commissior The 
Governor will sign the bill. 

Under monopoly, the State will 
sell packaged liquor through state- 
owned stores. Sale of hard liquor 
by the glass will be permitted in 
hotels, restaurants, clubs and dining 
cars and on watercraft, in areas 
of the state which ~oted for repeal 
of the state prohibition amendment. 
For 60 day@ until the State can 
establish its mponopoly stores, drug 
ng Federal permits 
for the dispensing of medicinal 
liquor will receive permits to sell 
packaged liquor at retail. 


400 FORMER CUBAN ARMY 
MEN FREED PENDING TRIALS 


Ex-Officers Have Been Under Ar- 
rest Since Hotel 
Battle. 
By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, Dec. 23. — The Court 


of Audiences today ordéred the im- 
mediate release on parole of 404 
former Cuban army officers who 
have been under arrest since their 
unsuccessful Hotel National battle 
with the Grau San Martin govern- 
ment. 


They are to remain at liberty 


until their trials which will be held 
at some date as yet unannounced. 


VOTED BY OHIO LEGISLATURE 


The Greater St. Louis Beer and 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, which 
claims a membership of 300 in the 
city and county, has sent a letter 
to Mayor Dickmann and the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen, tell- 
ing what sort of city liquor ordi- 
nance the dealers would like to 
have enacted. 


The letter assumes that the State 
liquor control law, not yet enacted 
or agreed on, will permit sale of 
liquor by the drink, and will give 
the city the authority to establish 
regulations. The term “liquor es- 
tablishment” is used in preference 
to the word “saloon” in the letter, 
which, however, states that “more 
than 50 per cent of our members 
are former saloon keepers.” 

“We do not believe it necessary,” 
the letter says to the Aldermen, “to 
urge you to permit liquor being dis- 
pensed by the drink, as you will 
no doubt agree that it is the only 
sensible solution to this question.” 


Three Principal Requests. 

The letter is signed by Luke Ba- 

ber, president of the organization, 
with an office at 1123 Washington 
avenue. The principal requests 
made on behalf of the prospective 
liquor retailers are: 

Total state and city license fee 
of not more than $500 (before 
prohibition was $1000; Collector 
Koeln now advocates a $1500 
fee, with number of licenses lim- 
ited to 1500). 

Twenty-four hour day for deal- 
ers desiring it; no night or Sun- 
day closing requirement; no re- 
striction on presence of women. 

If a local liquor commission of 
three members is appointed, 
dealers “insist” that their organ- 
ization shall name one of the 
members, and “recommend” that 
another member be from the 
Board of Alderman, and _ the 
third “a non-interested party.” 
Stated Purpose of Organization. 

The letter states that the associa- 
tion was formed for the purpose of 
“compelling our members to com- 


state and Federal governments, and 
to conduct their business on a scale 
that will not justify criticism by 
the most severe critic. 

“We as a body,” the letter con- 
tinues, “are opposed to a total tax- 
ation, city and state, in excess of 
$500. Even that figure is excessive. 


“The first v--~ will be more or 
less an experiment, and we believe 
that taxation beyond this amount 
would make it an impossibility for 
the vast majority of those so in- 


clined to enter this business and 
make a living. 
“While we realize that at one 


time the total taxation was twice 
this sum, we must also bear in 
mind that such a tax was paid dur- 
ing the war period; when conditions 
were at least 10 es better than 
they are at present. If conditions 
warrant an incr at the end of 
the first year, we will not be op- 
posed to it. It..seems that too 
many people expect the liquor in- 
terest to carry the' entire load of 


‘taxation, which you will agree is 


quite unfair. 
They’re Afraid of Bootlegging. 


“If the license were placed at 
$1500, as suggested by a few promi- 
nent individuals, there -would not 
be 200 retail liquor dealers in this 
city, thereby placing this business 
in the hands of a favored few. The 
revenue therefore would amount to 
less than $300,000, whereas, with 
approximat:ly 2200 establishments 
at $500 each, the revenue would ex- 
ceed $1,000,000. Further, with only 
200 or fewer establishments, some 
persons would have to walk a mile 
or more to buy a drink. So let .s 
not -encourage the bootlegger. 

“Where are those $15,000 and 
$18,000 places Mr. Koeln mentions? 
(The Collector told of the good- 
will value acqu’ d by some licenses 
in Boston, under a $1500 fee and 
limit of the number of 1500.) 

“We hope you were not impressed 
with the suggestions of Mr. Koeln 
and others as to when these liquor 
establishments should close. FPeo- 
ple are not required to be in bed 
when the curfew blows, as they 
perhavs were when Mr. Koeln was 
proprietor of a saloon. This is a 
modern age. 

Midnight Closing “Hardship.” 

“To force a place to close at mid- 
night, as he suggests, would work a 
hardship on the person’ who is 
compelled to work late or irregular

Federal Agency Says Only 
$228,000,000 Is Left of $3,- 
300,000,000 Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — The 
Public Works Administration in a 
year-end summary of allotments 
made from the $3,300,000,000 au- 
thorized by Congress in June 
showed it now had about $228.- 
000,000 on hand. 

_ Allocations to date for more than 
11,000 projects have totaled $3,072,- 
101,203. Of the total $2,413,234,727 
has beeen for Federal projects. Of 
this, $400,000,000 went to the Civil 
Works Administration and $100,- 
000,000 to the Federal Housing 


Corporation. Non-Federal projects, 
including those for states, mu- 
nicipalities,’ railroads, semi-public 
housing and private projects, have 
been allotted $658,866,476. 

Withdrawals of funds from the 
Treasury Department against the 
allocations total about $160,000,000, 
but Public Works officials expect 
that the completion of further con- 
tracts soon will result in a great 
impetus to withdrawals. Since July 
8, when Secretary of Interior 
Ickes was appointed administrator 
of the Public Works fund, allot- 
ments have been made at the rate 
of $128,004,.217 a week or $18,286,- 
316 a day.

TOKIO, Dec. 23.—One long blast 
from Tokio’s sirens split the air at 
dawn today. The city held its 
breath. Another wlast was heard 
and the capital began a mighty 
celebration. At last the Emperor 
had a son. After four daughters, 
the Empress hed become the moth- 
er of a boy who, if he survives his 


father, will become the 125th ruler 
in the world’s oldest dynasty. 

One blast of the siren would have 
meant another daughter, almost a 
cause for mourning, but two meant 
the arrival of the long and eagerly- 


, |awaited Crown Prince. 


The first son of Emperor Hiroh- 
ito and Empress Nagako weighed 
7% pounds and was said to be per- 
fect in every way. 

Thonsands Flock to »alace. 

To the happy palace hastened an 
army of }.igh officials and foreign 
diplomats, among them United 
States Ambassador Joseph C. Grew, 
to extend congratulations. By the 
time they arrived, the plaza in front 
of the double bridge spanning the 
moat at the entry to the palace was 
crowded by joyous throngs. Thou- 
sands bowed reverently in the di- 
rection of the apartment where 
mother and child were reported 
doing nicely. ? 

Throughout the day, other thou- 
sands streamed to the scene and 
within a few minutes after the an- 
nouncement at 6:39 a. m., flags flut- 
tered everywhere. 

On each of the four previous oc- 
casions, beginning with the birth 
of the first child 10 years ago, the 
nation has been keenly disappoint- 
ed, for the Emperor’s daughters can 
not succeed to the Takamikura, the 
August High Seat. 

Symbolic Sword for the Baby.

The 
sword, a gift from the Emperor, 


was taken to the nursery by Ad- 
miral Kantaro Suzuki, imperial 
chamberlain. 


Almost as soon as the most skill- 
ed physicians of the Empire had 
finished the miuistrations pre- 
scribed by modern science, and 
turned the baby over to his nurses, 
came the ceremony of presenta- 
tion of ,the sword. This sword, 
which the future Emperor must 
keep in close possession through- 
out his life, is the master work of 
the master swordsnmiith of the Em- 
pire, Sadakatsu Gassan, who forged 
it prayerfully in his armory in 
Osaka, which was specially puri- 
fied by Shinto rites each morning 
before work on the blade was com- 
menced. 

It may be several years before 
the son is installed formally as 
Crown Prince. The present sov- 
ereign was 15 when he was formal- 
ly proclaimed. He now is 32. 

Other Ceremonies to Come. 

The next important ceremonies in 
the life of the baby Prince will 
be held on the seventh day, when 
the baby receives his name.

BURT KAEMMERER GETS 
MORE TIME TO PAY FINE 


Judge Faris Takes Cognizance 
of ‘Condition of the 
National Budget.’ 


“In view of the condition of the 
national budget,” Federal Judge 
Faris today granted Burt A. Kaem- 
merer, attorney, an additional 60 
days to pay a fine of $2000 for in- 
come tax violation, and accepted 
an installment payment of $400. 

Kaemmerer, scheduled to pay the 
fine today, appeared in court with 
his lawyer, Robert Schroeder, who 
told Judge Faris his client, by dili- 
gent means, had been able to raise 
only $400. He asked a 60-day stay, 
and, in answer to the Court’s ques- 
tions, replied that his client had 
no tangible property. 

“The case resolves itself then,” 
the Court said, “into a question 
whether the Government should 
take $400 as an installment, or send 
this man to jail for 30 days, pay his 
board and then allow him to take 
the paupers’ oath. 

“In view of the condition of the 
national budget, I think I shall 
take the $400 and allow him an 
additional 60 days to pay the bal- 
ance. It is so ordered.” 

Kaemmerer pleaded “no contest” 
on Oct. 25 to a charge of failing to 
make a return on his income for 
1929. The Government alleged in 
the indictment that his gross _ in- 
come for 1929 was $39,012.65 and 
that his net income, after allowable 
deductions, was $15,899.10, on which 
the tax would have been $266.84. 


BUSSES FOR STREET CARS 
ON 49 MILES IN NEW YORK 


Part of Pian to Abolish Trolleys 
Entirely From All 
Boroughs.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23. — New 
York’s trolley cars are on the way 
out. The Board of Estimate award- 
ed franchises yesterday to four bus 
companies, paving the way for the 
substitution of busses for trolley 
cars on 49 route miles of the city’s 
streets, including Madison and Lex- 
ington avenues, Sixth and Seventh 
avenues and part of Broadway.

VDGE DENES PAROLE 
TO ‘BOOTLEGGER KING 


Extends Stay of 2-Year Term 
to Let Henry Oldani Spend 
Christmas at Home. 


, Application for parole for Henry 
Oldani, so-called “king of bootleg- 
gers” in St. Louis, was denied to 
day by Federal Judge Faris, who. 
however, granted an additional 
stay of execution of a two-year 


prison sentence and $10,000 fine to 


permit Oldani to be with his fam- 
ily during the Christmas holidays. 


Oldani obtained a 60-day stay of 


execution when he was sentenced 
on Oct. 25, after pleading “no con- 
test” to an indictment charging 
him with making a false income 
tax return for 1929. The stay ex- 
pired today. 

After a parole had been denied, 
Oldani asked the Court to let him 
spend the holidays with his wife 
and two children at 4663 Tower 
Grove place. That request also was 
denied until the Court was in- 
formed that the Marshal would not 
take Oldani to Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary until next Wednesday, any- 
way. In consideration of the fact 
that Oldani would have to spend 
the intervening time in City: Jail, 
without credit for the days on his 
sentence, the Court allowed him to 
remain under bond for the addi- 
tional period. 

The charge against Oldani was 
that although his net taxable in- 
come for 1929 was $392,213, he 
placed it at only $2596 in his return 
and claimed exemptions which. per- 
mitted him to avoid paying any 
tax. His counsel told the Court 
that Oldani’s failure to declare his 
income was due to a revenue agent 
who advised him he need not de- 
clare that part of income which he 
sank in ari unsuccessful business 
venture over a period of several 
years. 

The Government contends’ that 
he still owes tax and penalties of 
$84,976. Payment of the fine would

from prison after two years or 
paroled after serving one-third of 
that time.

DUTCHMAN 
GETS DEATH 
FOR BURNING 
REICHSTAG 


Marinus Van der Lubbe, 


Who Confessed, Convict- 
ed and Sentenced—Com- 
munist and Three Bul- 
garians Acquitted. 
VERDICT OF COURT 
GIVEN AT LEIPZIG 


Judge Declares Hollander 
-Couldn’t Have Commit- 
ted Crime Unaided, as He 

Says — New Indictments 
Expected. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEIPZIG, Dec. 23.—Marinus Vasa 
der Lubbe, young Dutchman, was 
found guilty by the Supreme Court 
today and sentenced to death for 
high treason in the burning of the 
Reichstag building in Berlin last 
February. 

Four co-defendants—Ernst Torg- 
ler, former Communist whip in the 
Reichstag, and three Bulgarians, 
Georgi Dimitroff, Blagoi Popoff 
and Wassil Taneff—were found not 
guilty. 

The trial began Sept. 21, more 
than three months ago, in Leipzig, 
shifted to Berlin, then moved back 
to Leipzig. International interest 
centered on the case because of its 
political implications. Chancellor 
Hitler’s Nazis charged that Com- 
munists fired the Reichstag; Com- 
munists declared the Nazis actually 
set fire to the building and made 
political capital of the event by 
blaming the Communists, 

Van der Lubbe, whose connec 
tion, if any, with the Communist 
party, was never made clear at the 
trial, confessed, but repeatedly de- 
clared he had had no assistants. 

The official wording of the 
charge on which Van der Lubbe 
was found guilty was “high treason 
in conjunction with an act of in- 
surrectionary incendiarism and an 
act of simple incendiarism.” 

Judge Pronounces Sentence. 

Presiding Judge Wilhelm. Buen- 
ger pronounced the verdict. 

He said the Court had not been 
influenced “by any emotion.” He 
said one of the objects of the trial 
was to refute stories about incen- 
diarism circulated abroad. The 
trial, he added, absolutely had re- 
butted these slanders. Judge Buen-

GOVERNORS HOLD

Meet Federal Reserve Board 
Members but Are Silent 
About What Was Dis- 
cussed, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Those 
who attended a special meeting last 
night of governors of the Federal 
Reserve banks, and the Federal Re- 
serve Board, refuse to tell what 
they talked about. The meeting was 
held about the time Chairman 
Jones of the RFC was estimating 
that 600 of 7700 banks Which asked 
for inclusion under the deposit in- 
surance law effective Jan. 1, would 
ineed about $66,000,000 to make 
them eligible. 

The opinion was expressed gen- 
erally that many outright inflation- 
ists had been stripped of much of 
their less extreme following and 
that the Chief Executive’s action 
had broken the combine which less 
than a year ago came within six 
votes of placing the Senate’s ap- 
proval on a proposal for free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. 

One Senator said there might 
have been a “leak” by which “some- 
body made a lot of money” by an- 
ticipating the President’s proclama- 
tion. The Senator, who would aot 
permit the use of his name, said a 
Spokane broker had advised pur- 
chases of silver, forecasting prompt 
Federal action, and even mentioned 
the price of 64% cents to be paid. 
Senator Pittman of Nevada scouted 
the statement. He said speculators 
could only have benefited by wuying 
mining stocks. Recent speculation 
in silver, he said, had been based 
upon a belief that whatever action 
might be taken would include the 
150,000,000 ounces already mined. 
He added: “The President fooled 
them on that when he applied his 
plan to newly-mined silver.” 

Experts Differ on Results. 
Whether and how much Ameri- 
can exports to silver using countries 
will increase is dependent on the 
price of silver as fixed in the open 
market and not on the American 
Government price which applies 
only to domestic, newly-mined 
metal. 

Attempts to estimate possible in- 
creases in United States sales to 
China, India, Mexico and other sil- 
ver-using countries are made more 
difficult by this fact, as well as by 
disagreement among experts. 

The American Government price 
of 64.5 cents an ounce is about 50 
per cent above the open market 
price, as established between buy- 
ers and sellers by bargaining, when 
the silver policy was announced.

bate today, makes specific bequests 
of $34,000 and leaves the bulk of his 
estate, of undetermined value, in 
trust for his wife and three chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Gardner, their daughter, 
Mrs. Robert N. Hawes, and their 
sons, William K. Gardner anda 
Dozier L. Gardner, are to share 
equally in the income of the trust 
fund. The family residence, at 4508 
West Pine boulevard, is left to Mrs. 
Gardner. 

Four veteran employes of the for- 
mer Governer’s business, the St. 
Louis Casket Co., receive $1000 
each. They are: Frank H. Wil- 
liams, treasurer; Joseph W. Mc- 
Coole, second vice-president; R. F. 
Paden, superintendent, and Miss 
Bertha K. Muehlenbrock, Mr. Gard- 
ner’s secretary. Williams and Pa- 
den have been with the company 
34 years, McCoole 33 and Miss 
Muehlenbrock 27. 

In addition, all other persons who 
have been employed at the com- 
pany or the Gardner home or farm 
more than 20 years are to receive

hours, also to theater-goers. Sup- 
pose the show ends at 11 o’clock; it 
requires about 30 minutes to reach 
the favorite drinking place, and 
that leaves but 30 minutes, or bafe- 
ly time to greet friends and have 
one drink each. 

“Any number of good citizens are 
now working only part-time, two, 
three or four days a week, and 
very many do not work at all on 
Saturday. Why force these people 
to go home at 12 or even 1 o'clock. 

“More liquor is and always has 
been sold at night than during the 
day. Therefore it should be con- 
sidered a nigh: business. So why 
have closing hours when business is 
at its best, and the establishment 
is being conducted in a decent and 
orderly manner? What if our de- 
partment stores and other business 
houses were forced to close at 2 in 
the afternoon, just when business 
is flourishing, or factories were 
compelled to close in the middle of 
the day when orders were piling 
up? Real estate works 24 hours a 
day., A leasee pays for that number 
of hours, and should be permitted 
to use that which he has paid for. 

Against Sunday Closing. 

“We do not favor Sunday closing 
laws. This day was dedicated as a 
day of rest and pleasure, as well as 
worship. If one does not care to 
spend a few hours of worship on 
Sunday morning that is for him to 
decide, as this country was founded 
on a principle of religious freedom. 
Sunday closing laws were not en- 
forced before prohibition; so why 
have laws that will not be respect- 
ed? What is to prevent a person 
from purchasing a supply of whis- 
ky to tide him over Sunday, and 
placing him in a position where he 
is tempted to consume the entire 
contents of: his bottle at one time? 
Give him the privilege of *satisfy- 
ing his desires when the urge 
comes upon him, and the chances 
are that he will be less inclined to 
abuse that privilege. 

“Over 50 per cent of our mem- 
bers are former saloon keepers. So 
therefore, we hope to profit through 
their past experience, and also 
their mistakes.

Shall the Trader Rule? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE nation-wide campaign of analysis 
f ew criticism that is befhg waged 
against President Roosevelt’: money pol- 
icy raises a much wider question that in- 
volves the whole trend and policy of the 
New Deal. It is the question of the 
dominance of business over our political 
administration. This dominant influence 
is challenged by the New Deal as it has 
not been since 1912, and it was only to be 
expected that the region of tenderness 
would be over the money problem. 

The attacks on the administration’s 
present policy, which are taking the ap- 
pearance of an organized campaign, all 
rest upon an assumption that goes deep- 
er and is incomparably more significant 
than all the arguments. That broad as- 
sumption is simply this: The policies of 
the administration in Washington must 
in all cases be shaped to the agreement 
and consent of Wall Street. Otherwise, 
the arguments run, those policies cannot 
be good for the country as a whole. This 
major premise can be stated without the 
least exaggeration like this: The na- 
tion’s industrial and credit magnates 
must be accepted as political overlords. 

This major assumption became by the 
logic of events the underlying philosophy 
of government of the Republican party, 
split this party in 1912 and elected Wil- 
son, and made lone wolves of such pub- 
lic characters as the elder La Follette, 
Beveridge, Norris and Borah. It was 
preached as a national religion by Cool- 
idge and was strongly enough entrenched 
to dominate Hoover. 

Now it is this whole philosophy of 
government—the trader must rule though 
the common people revolt—that the New 
Deal brings out into the open, as it is 
doing more clearly every day. It is the 
people themselves who must finally say 
just what they intend their Government 
to mean; shail it be a subordinate com- 
mittee to legalize and police the opera- 
tions of the profits machine? Or shall 
it stand for equal opportunities for all, 
special privileges for none? 

The Roosevelt administration has not 


assumption low—for one reason. It is 
too busy with emergency treatment for 
a depression which it found on the door- 
step. And not all the elements in the 
Democratic party favor the Jeffersonian 
philosophy of government; our political 
lines are no clearer today than a year 
ago. But the assumption for the benefit 
of the trader is there. We ought to be 
able to see it now, and what will the 
American people say when the issue can 
no longer be dodged or disguised? 

This is what we will face when the 
NRA passes into the New Deal proper, 
or if the first fails. In the momentous 
meantime, it is to be hoped that the peo- 
ple pick up the scent for propaganda.

Commentary on Sprague Article. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE fifth 6f Dr. O. M. W. Sprague’s 

series of articles attacking the mone- 
tary policy of the President contains some 
surprising material. 

Dr. Sprague says: “This policy (of de- 
liberate devaluation) is one which has 
never been adopted by any other coun- 
try. There have been innumerable in- 
stances of departure from the gold stand- 
ard, but in every instance this has hap- 
pened when currencies were over-valued 
at the time the gold payments were dis- 
continued.” 

When President Roosevelt went into of- 
fice, prices throughout the nation were 
at a desperately low figure. Has Dr. 
Sprague never heard that certain famous 
economists think that abnormally low 
prices constitute, in effect, an over-valu- 
ation of the currency? 

Dr. Sprague says that Great Britain 
went off the gold standard and caused 
depreciation of her currency because she 
had to, not because she wanted to. He 
goes on to say: “No effort was made by 
the British Government to weaken the 
pound.” In his next paragraph, he says 
that the equalization fund “has been used 
when the pound was strong to moderate 
advances which, it was believed, would 
not be permanent” and “to check the 
downward course of exchange at times 
when the pound exhibited a weakening 
tendency.” 

There is, of course, some slight differ- 
ence between trying to lower your cur- 
rency and in trying to keep it at a cer- 
tain low figure already reached by the 
abandonment of gold. However, it would 
seem that the British action and the 
Roosevelt action are identical in that 
each strives tocreate and maintaina ¢ur- 
rency of lower value than that used dur- 
ing the past three years. 

A comparison of Dr. Sprague’s article 
with the one <by Prof. Moley in the 
Post-Dispatch reveals an interesting dif- 
ference, not merely in opinion, but in 
statement of fact. Whereas Dr. Sprague 
tells us England made no effort to de- 
value the pound, Prof. Moley says, “The 
British Government and the Bank of En- 
giand pushed the pound down through 
the equalization fund.” Walter Lippmann 
has it that “Britain allowed the pound to 
depreciate.” 

It is no wonder that the mind of the 
layman is in a muddle. 


SILVER AS A POLITICAL ASSET. 
The President’s proclamation authorizing the 
Treasury to purchase 24,412,410 ounces of silver an- 
nually, at the rate of 64% cents an ounce, Was made 
in pursuance of the authority granted to him by the 
Thomas amendment and in accordance with .the 
terms of the silver agreement negotiated by Senator 
Pittman at the London economic conference. 

The price fixed indicates a remonetization of silver 
at a ratio of about 53 to 1, instead of the 16 to 1 for 
which the most enthusiastic protagonists of silver 
have been calling. It will cost the Treasury about 
$15,750,000 a year. What will it do for the country? 

The claim most frequently made for the silver 
purchase program is that it will promote business re 
covery by promoting exports to those countries in 
the Orient whose currencies are on a silver basis. 
Every competent analysis of the situation which has 
been made shows this hope to be illusory. In truth, 
silver has become a political asset to the Govern- 
ment. 

The only country which uses silver as a basis of 
value is China. Our exports to China form less than 
$ per cent of our total exports. China is not a silver 
producer. She has to import her silver. The more 
her silver costs her, the less she can buy of other 
goods with the rice, silk and tea which she exports. 
It is with goods such as these, and not with silver, 
that China makes her purchases from the United 
States. If we will import more of these goods from 
the Orient, we can sell more of our own products to 
the Orient. Otherwise,‘ we cannot. 

It is certain that the silver purchase program will 
have a negligible effect on the domestic price level. 
Newly-mined silver, to be sure, will be sold at 21% 
cents an ounce more than the former market price. 
Silver producers will thus be given an extra $5,250,- 
000 to spend. But $5,250,000 is only a drop in the 
bucket of our lost purchasing power. 

The effect on the domestic price of silver is un- 
certain. The Government purchases apply only to 
newly-mined metal. But the higher price may in- 
crease the rate of production. It may attract new 
supplies from abroad. Our imports for the first 10 
months of 1933 were 122,428,000 ounces, as compared 
with 29,799,000 ounces for the same period in 1932. 
We now have, moreover, a private supply of silver 
bullion, held mostly in New York City, which 
amounts to 150,000,000 ounces, a quantity six times 
as great as that to which the Treasury purchases will 
apply. It is not likely, therefore, that the silver 
market as a whole will enjoy any appreciable imme. 
diate gain from the move. 

The real immediate gainers are the domestic silver 
producers. The Government will spend $15,750,000 
annually in order to give them an extra $5,250,000 for 
their output. Even here, the production of silver as 
a by-product of copper and lead smelting may slight- 
ly offset this gain by increasing the supplies and 
lowering the prices of these other metals. 

The one genuine benefit of the action is political 
rather than economic. On the eve of the congres- 
sional session, it has served to quiet the cries of the 
most radical inflationists in that body—the silver ad- 
vocates. It has thus increased the possibility that 
the President may be permitted to carry on with 
his comparatively less violent inflationary experi- 
mentation without mandatory congresgional interfer- 
ence. 

If this should prove to be the result, $15,750,000 
may be a small price to pay for it. 
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TREE OF LIGHT. 

Everyone who has marveled at the weird beauty 
of lighted skyscrapers in the winter evening dark- 
ness should see the holiday illumination of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Building. Each night, as dusk closes 
in, the Thirteenth street side from the sidewalk to 
the highest offset becomes a gigantic lighting board. 
Low down, only a few rooms are lighted. They are 
the stocky trunk of a blazing Christmas evergreen 
which spreads its boughs north and south to the full 
width of the building, and then tapers gracefully up- 
ward some 20 stories to a brilliant star. For the 
spectator who stands in front of the Public Library 
or farther west, black night blots out all else. Stone 
and window panes, a maze of wires and bulbs, con- 
trive to spell a poem in dazzling light, to write a 
carol and sing it to the stars. 
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ART ON A NEW BASIS. 

Readers of the Nation will recall that, in her con- 
tribution to its series of articles on the effect of hard 
‘times on various professions, Suzanne La Follette 
described the degree of adversity among artists as 
varying from “a falling of income below the taxable 
level to virtual destitution.” ‘The depression, to em- 
ploy her words, hit a great many painters and sculp- 
tors “frightfully hard, although it had to get pretty 
bad before they noticed it at all.” She went on to 
explain: 

In capitalist society, art is a luxury, and "Bes 
luxury which potential patrons of the arts will 
forego before they will give up their yachts, 
their automobiles and their peregrinations from 
one rendezvous of pleasure seekers to another. 
The people who in normal times would buy 
works of art are feeling poor these days, whether 
they actually are or not; they will not buy un- 
less they can do so at prices ruinous to the artist. 
And so the dealers display their wares to an 
apathetic public and wonder how to pay their 
rents, while the artists whose works they used 
to sell are so far behind in their rents that they 
no longer wonder. 

If that was the plight of creative workers in the 
arts until recently, they now look out on an altogether 
different future. The Federal Government has 
stepped in where capitalist society left off. Thanks 
to a fund of $2,000,000, under the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration, some 2500 artists over-the country are 
being organized for work under a program of em- 
ployment through 14 regional committees. Museums, 
civic, state and educational institutions and other 
public buildings are to be embellished. Other artists 
will be free to interpret the times and to record their 
reactions in the medium of their choice. 

In St. Louis, approximately a score of artists have 
already qualified and are at work. Those who have 
professional standing are to be paid frag $35 to $45 
a week. If this is no princely wage, it is a recom- 
pense that contrasts sharply with the returnless years 
of the depression. Louis La Beaume, president of 
the City Art Museum Board, welcomes the program 
as of “enormous import to the growth of art.” Mrs. 
Roosevelt sees in it the opportunity to “awaken the 
interest of the people as a whole in art and for de- 
veloping qualities which have not come to light in 
the past.”

LETTING OUR MINDS BE BOLD. 


Springfield, Mo., presents a hard nut to the NRA. 
An ice plant is under construction there, and pro 
prietors of existing ice plants take the position that 
the newcomer violates the code for the ice industry 
as it applies to Springfield. They contend that 
Springfield has all the ice plants warranted by ice 
consumption in the community. Accordingly, they 
have filed a protest under the fair competition clause, 
and after the State Committee of Arbitration and Ap 
peal has heard the testimony on both sides, a recom- 
mendation will be sent to the National Administrator 
in Washington. : 

The most striking thing about this case is the 
way in which the facts resemble those of the famous 
Oklahoma ice case decided by the United States 
Supreme Court nearly two years ago. In the Okla- 
homa case, the issue was the validity of a State 
statute which declared the manufacture and sale ‘of 
ice to be a public business and provided for control 
of the industry by a State commission. An Okla- 
homa City citizen contested the law and was uplield. 
Justice Brandeis, it will be remembered, took issue 
with the majority of the court in a-ringing dissent, 
in which Justice Stone concurred. 
Pointing out that many persons regard unbridled 
competition as one of the major causes of the de- 
pression, Justice Brandeis went on to say that irregu-, 
larity of employment—“the greatest of our evils”— 
cannot be overcome unless production and consump 
tion are more nearly balanced. He freely admitted 
his uncertainty about the efficacy of “the certificate 
of public convenience and necessity.” The remedy, 
he said, “might bring evils worse than the disease.” 
Yet, in the face of obvious objections, he would not 
stay experimentation. His words are worth repeat- 
ing many times: 

The seemingly impossible sometimes happens. 
There are many men now living who were in the 
habit of using the age-old expression: It is as 
jmpossible as flying. The discoveries in physical 
scienéé, the triumphs in invention, attest the 
value of the process of trial and error. In those 
fields experimentation has, for two centuries, 
been not only free but encouraged... . 

There must be power in the state and the 
nation to remold through experimentation our 
economic practices and institutions to meet 
changing social and economic needs. . . . Denial 
of the right to experiment may be fraught with 
serious consequences to the nation. It is one 
of the happy incidents of the Federal system 
that a single courageous state may, if its citi- 
zens choose, serve as a laboratory; and try novel 
social and economic experiments without risk to 
the rest of the country. 

What has come to pass since Justice Brandeis 
uttered those words is testimony to his vision. Time 
has borne out his view. A national administration, 
elected to office in a great political_overturn, has 
utilized the device of large-scale experiment to lift 
us from our deadening plight, and it has popular 
indorsement for the program which it has initiated.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Cotton 
and tobacco farmers have realized 
about $200,000,000 in cash payments 
this year for taking part in the 
Farm Administration’s production- 
adjustment campaigns. 

The Administration today said 
cotton producers would = receive 
$159,055,843 and tobacco growers 
$36,915,000 in benefit payments. 

These amounts, the Administra- 
tion said, are in addition to any in- 
crease brought about by higher 
prices, marketing agreements fix- 
ing minimum prices, or Government 
loans and advances on commodi- 
ties. 

For plowing up 10,399,331 acres of 
growing cotton, farmers in the 
South and West were paid $111,423,- 
243. Advances on options given 
those who did not accept the 
straight-payment benefit plan are 
expected to total $47,632,600. These 
options now are being distributed. 

New Agreements Planned. 

On Jan. 1, cotton producers will 
begin signing agreements offered 
by the Administration in an effort 
to reduce next year’s cotton plant- 
ing to 25,000,000 acres. This means 
farmers must agree to take out of 
production at least 15,000,000 of the 
acres planted last year. 

Benefits for-the 1934 program 
are expected to total $165,000,000. In 
addition, the Administration _ esti- 
mated that loans on cotton, both by 
the Government and private firms, 
may reach $250,000,000. 

Growers of five types of tobacco 
are signing agreements to reduce 
production next season. Benefit 
payments to them are estimated at 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000. 

Flue-cured tobacco growers will 
receive benefit payments from 1934 
reductions of $14,000,000. 

Burley Tobacco Payments. 

An adjustment program proposed 
for burley tobacco offers $15,000,000 
in benefit payments. 

A reduction in fire-cured tobacco 
will pay $1,700,000 benefits. 

Dark air-cured tobacco growers 
would be paid $715,000 in benefits 
for reductions. 

Producers of cigar type tobacco 
were paid about $2,500,000 for re- 
ducing their 1933 crop. The agree- 
ment may be renewed for 1934 and 
1935. 

Cotton payments by states, with 
the first figure representing the 
cash payment and the second the 
total advance available on options, 
include: Arkansas, $10,479,776 and 
$4,073,840; Kentucky, $34,945 and 
$15,640; Missouri, $1,835,187 and 
$528,280; Oklahoma, $11,816,721 and 
$3,491,804; Tennessee, $3,341,764 and 
$1,323,640; Texas, $43,127,942 and 
$14,620,460. 

The Farm Administration figured 
that wheat farmers, by agreeing 
to reduce acreage in 1934 more than 
8,000,000 acres, will receive before 
February, $70,000,000, and that next 
spring’s payments will put the to 
tal at $102,000,000. . 

Corn growers and hog growers 
will be asked to agree to cut acre- 
age and production—corn by 20,- 
000,000 acres and production of 
hogs for market by 25 per cent— 
and if all sign they would get 
$350,000,000, the administratior said, 
adding that commitments for $150,- 
000,000 in loans to corn growers, 
secured by grain in warehouses 
already have been made. :

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Frances 
Peralta, soprano, who was com- 
pelled by illness to retire from the 
stage three years ago after a 
decade of singing leading .parts 
with the Metropolitan Opera Co., 
died at her home yesterday. She 
was about 50 years old. 

Miss Peralta made her debut at 
the Metropolitan 13 years ago as 
Elena in Boito’s “Mefistofele.” 


The singer was born:in Northern 
England, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. E. Partington. Her 
father was a painter. When she 
was 4, and then known as Phyllis 
Partington, the family moved to 
Oakland, Cal., and later to San 
Francisco. After attending school 
in San Francisco she studied sing- 
ing first in New York and then in 
Europe. 

Joining the Metropolitan Com- 
pany, she assumed the name of 
Peralta and made several trips 
about the country, frequently sing- 
ing the title role in Verdi's opera 
“Aida.” One of her last public ap- 
pearances was in Verdi’s “Il Trov- 
atore” at a benefit here last year. 

After cuneral services tomorrow 
the body will be cremated and the 
ashes sent to California. 


Miss Peralta sang “Aida” at the 
opening of the Municipal Theater 
in Forest Park in 1917.

ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS SALES TAX LAW 


2 Per Cent Levy Said to Be an 
Occupation Tax, Therefore 


Constitutional.

The constitutionality of the 2 per 
cent retail sales tax law was up- 
held by the State Supreme Court 
yesterday. The Court also upheld 
the State’s practice of financing un- 
employment relief bond issues by 
a diversion of the tax on gasoline 
of 3 cents a gallon. The sales tax 
also is being used for unemploy- 


| ment relief. 


The sales tax law went into ef- 
fect July 1 and has produced more 
than $3,000,000 monthly. The Jus- 
tices held that the defects of the 
original 3 per cent sales tax act 
held unconstitutional, had been cor- 
rected. 

If the sales tax had been ruled to 
be an actualy levy on property, it 
would have been illegal. The Court 
however, held that the law imposed 
an occupation tax.

MODE WINEMAN, DISTINGUISHED 
AMATEUR PHOTOGRAPHER, DIES 


Musician Was Noted for His Studies 
of National Parks and Wil- 
derness Seenes.

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 23.—Mode 
Wineman, 68 years old, musician 
and widely known for his non- 
professional camera studies of na- 
tional parks and other American 
wilderness scenes, died here yester- 
day. He had been ill for several 
weeks. 

More than 500 of his camera 
studies hang in national park mu- 
seums and in the Los Angeles Mu- 
seum. He never profited from 
them, saying he could not accept 
money for whatever artistic talent 
he had along that line. 

In 1927 he was a member of the 
Coolidge party in Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, making several studies 
of the late President. In 1931 
President Hoover presented a port- 
folio of Wineman’s pictures. to 
President von Hindenburg of Ger- 
many as a birthday gift. 

In 1911 he suffered a nervous 
collapse after a series of deaths in 
his family and among friends. That 
led him into camera studies, physi- 
cians telling him he must find some 
outdoor medium for development of 
his artistic genius. He chose pho- 
tography. Some of his studies were 
so striking the experts at first re- 
garded them as etchings.

SOUTH SIDE NATIONAL 
BANK PLAN APPROVED 


Under Reorganization Proposal 
Depositors Will Get 70 Pct. 
Without Restrictions. 


A reorganization plan for South 
Side National Bank, which will 
make 70 per cent of its deposits 
available for unrestricted use, has 
been approved by the Comptroller 
of Currency. Deposits total about 
$6,000,000. Details of the plan will 
be mailed to depositors Tuesday. 

It involves formation of a new 
bank which will take over certain 
assets of South Side National, and 
assume 70 per cent of its deposit 
liabilities. Assets not acquired by 
the new bank will be liquidated by 
the receiver for South Side Na- 
tional, and the proceeds distributed 
among depositors. 

The new bank will have $400,000 
of common stock, paid in surplus 
of $140,000, and $300,000 in preferred 
stock, to be purchased by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 
The common stock is to be offered 
to persons in the community served 
by the bank, which is at Grand 
boulevard and Gravois avenue. 

South Side National Bank, closed 
in March, was owned by the La- 
fayette-South Side Bank and Trust 
Co., which also closed at that time. 
The new bank is to have no con- 
nection with the Lafayette, or with 
its successor, Manufacturers’ Bank 
and Trust Co. which opened 
Wednesday. The _ reorganization 
plan for the Lafayette involved a 
$400,000 payment to South Side Na- 
tional as an assessment under the 
old double liability provision of na- 
tional bank stock. 


Edwin 8S. Coombs, receiver for 
South Side National, has served no- 
tice that creditors must file their 
claims with him by March 4 or 
they.may be disallowed. The bank 
was capitalized at $600,000 and car- 
ried a surplus account of $200,000 
on its books. 

The new bank will also be a na- 
tional bank, and as the reorganiza- 
tion committee pointed out in its 
announcement, will automatically 
come under the deposit guarantee 
provisions of the lass-Steagall 
Banking Act.

Fourth Warning From U. S. 

This is the fourth warning  re- 
ceived by State officials from the 
Federal Relief Administration that 
Federal aid to Missouri will be cut 
off unless the State takes steps to 
assume its share of the burden. The 
emergency relief requirements in 
Missouri for the next 12 months 
have been estimated at $12,000,000. 
The State’s share of this would be 
$4,000,000, under the Federal Re- 
lief Administration’s policy of the 
cost being borne one-third each by 
the Federal Government, the State, 
and local communities. 

Since Sept. 1, 1932, the Federal 
Government has contributed about 
$8,200,000 for emergency unemploy- 
ment relief in Missouri, and the 
State has contributed $250,000. The 
remainder of the cost, now nearly 
$1,000,000 a month, has been met 
locally. 

Gov. Park, when informed last 
night of the position taken by Hop- 
kins, declined to comment on the 
failure of the Legislature so far to 
pass the relief legislation he rec- 
ommended when he called the Leg- 
islature into special session last 
Oct. 17, with relief measures as 
one of its principal purposes.

LOSES $9,000,000 SUIT 
AGAINSTALUMINUM C0 


Firm Alleged Monopoly in Case 
Which Took 48 Days 
for Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 23.— 
The Baush Machine Tool Co. of 
Springfield and Chicopee, Mass., 
yesterday lost its $9,000,000 suit 
against the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica after the longest trial in the 
history of the United States Court 
for this district. 

Trial of the suit, instituted July 
24, 195 , required 48 court days. In 
contrast, the jury deliberated only 
four and a half hours after receiv- 
ing the case from Judge Carroll C. 
Hincks. 

Damages of $3,000,000 and a 
punitive judgment of $6,000,000 
were sought by the Baush com- 
pany. In its complaint it charged 
the Aluminum Co. caused it to suf- 
fer a loss of $3,000,000 through con- 
trol of prices, monopoly of raw 
materials and suppression of inde- 
pendent producers. 

Immediately after the verdict, 
counsel for the Baush company 
asked for a continuance of the 
present term of district court. This 
request was interpreted by law- 
yers as a preliminary step to an 
appeal from the verdict. 

1,150,000-Word Record. 

The record of the case covered 
5800 pages, totaling some 1,150,000 
words. 

About 40 witnesses testified. The 
Judge’s charge to the jury required 
two and a half days, while six and 
a half weeks were used by the 
Baush concern to present its case. 
The Aluminum Co.'s defense, based 
on a general denial that the com- 
pany was a monopoly, required 
three weeks. 

The Baush Machine Tool Co. is 
one of three aluminum companies 
outside of the 16 companies form- 
ing the association of manufactur- 
ers in the aluminum industry. 

This group of three manufactur- 
ers was referred to recently by Re- 
covery Administrator Johnson as a 
minority, forming only 2 per cent 
of the industry, whose insistence on 
certain code provisions was hold- 
ing up the NRA code for that in- 
dustry. 

The plaintiff alleged that the 
Aluminum Co. was a monopoly 
maintained by the suppression of 
independent attempts to enter the 
aluminum business, that it owned 
the bulk of the commercially avail- 
able bauxite (the ore from which 
aluminum is made) in the world, 
that the Aluminum Co.'s relations 
with the foreign producers were 
not competitive and that the Alumi- 
num Co. -had fixed an artificial 
price level for aluminum in this 
country. . 

Charge to the Jury. 

Excerpts from the judge’s charge 
in the action read: “This defend- 
ant began its life under the pro- 
tection of United States patents, 
and it is abundant evidence that 
after those patent expired, the de- 
fendant continued to grow, and, of 
course, there was nothing that 
made it illegal for the defendant 
to grow, unless the defendant it- 
self should do something illegal.” 

In discussing the plaintiff's con- 
tention that it could not survive the 
competition of the defendant, the 
Court said: 

“I think it will be apparent to 
you that in the development of our 
country, as we became more and 
more industrial, as our population 
grew, as our corporations grew

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TEN UNKNOWN SOLDIERS 
IDENTIFIED AFTER 67 YEARS 


OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 23.—Ten. un- 
known soldiers have been identi- 
fied and seven of them given honor- 
able burial in the National Ceme- 


tery at Fort Leavenworth after 67 
years of obscurity as “missing men” 
through the efforts of u high school 
principal and the War Department. 
While J. G. Masters was prowling 
about Great Bend, Kan., last Au- 
gust tracing the old Santa Fe Trail, 
he found in the middle of a corn 
field the unmarked graves of sev- 
eral United States soldiers, said to 
have been killed by Indians in 1864 
and 1865. J. H. Harris, who owned 
the land, asked Masters to do what 
he could with the War Department. 
Masters interviewed Major-General! 
Frank McCoy, Seventh Corps Arca 
commander here. Army records 
showed that in 1864, the Union 
Army established an outpost a few 
miles east of Great Bend and 
named it Fort Zarah. Three hun- 
dred recruits from Iowa, Missouri, 
Wisconsin and Colorado were es- 
tablished there. 

Between Nov. 22, 1864, and Dec. 
11, 1865, seven privates from the 
fort were killed by marauding In- 
dians. A Cavalry Major from Fort 
Riley, sent to investigate on the 
strength of Masters’ request, disin- 
terred the bodies. All had been 
scalped. One had an arrowhead 
lodged in his shoulder. All were 
identified through War Depart- 
ment records. 


KATHLEEN NORRIS DECLARES 
| SHE IS ‘LAST LIVING DRY’ 


Returns from World Tour Praising 
Hitler, Whom She Regards as 
“Wonderful man.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 23. — Kath- 
leen Norris, the writer, returned 
from a trip around the world with 
her husband, Charles Norris, yes- 
terday, and said she was the “last 
living dry.” 

“I,” she announced, “am like a 
sturdy rock standing in the rushing 
stream.” 

Chancellor Hitler, whom she met 
in Germany, was said by her to be 
a “wonderful man.” Under his 
leadership, she said, Germany was 
setting the pace in the world effort 
at rehabilitation. 

“Although I am a strong pacifist, 
I was very much impressed with 
the militaristic tempo of young 
Germany,” she said. “Hitler ap- 
parently has been so successful in 
enlisting the German youth in his 
campaign to restore the nation to 
its former prestige and glory that I 
think militarism is probably’ the 
best means of keeping them in 
line.” 

Germany, she said, has been mis- 
represented to the rest of the world. 
Berlin she found to be a quiet city, 
and while there was poverty there 
it was not noticeable on the sur- 
face.

POPE SAYS MEN 
TALK TOO MUCH 


Tells Sacred College in An- 
nual Christmas Address 
Present International 
Situation Needs Prayer.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 23. — 
“Prayers, prayers, prayers” are 
necessary in the present interna- 
tional situation, Pope Pius told the 
College of Cardinals and Roman 


address today. “Money, money, 
money,” he said, “is needed to wage 
war.” 


On prayer, that is the word of the 
church, he said, in this moment “so 
filled with contrasts—negotiations 
and refusals to negotiate—conflicts 
and contradictions.” 

He said all other advice derived 
today from human foresight, pre- 
cautions, efforts at negotiations, 
and even generosity “seems to us 
to be really unfounded.” 

Severely criticising the sterliza- 
tion program of Germany, the Pope 
said the inconsistency of ruch prac- 
tices in the light of religious teach- 
ings was clearly set forth in a 
papal decree of 1931 and in the 
encyclical, “Castii Connubii.” 

Declaring that the international 
situation is bound up “with un- 
certainties and distrust by the 
clashing interests of fruitless 
negotiations,” the Pope said the 
best comment he could offer is, 
“nobody knows” what the outcome 
will be. 

Things “We Cannot Say.” 

Those who had been expecting a 
long, analytical pontifical address 
on this occasion were to be dis- 
appointed, he added, saying that the 
situation did not warrant a more 
than an intimate talk with the 
churchmen. 

This year, from a religious view- 
point, has been one of religious 
redemption with “work in many 
souls and over a vast scale.” 

There are many other things 
“that we fee] in our heart, but can- 
not say,” he continued. 

“All those who wish for the wel- 
fare, peace, and concord of the 
world and the general good of the 
whole Christian family,” said Pope 
Pius, “but who are in the same 
situation as are we, namely, 
obliged to judge events by that 
which is done or better said, that 
which is not done, for all those our 
word is this: ! 

“They must, firstly, pray, sec- 
ondly, pray, and thirdly, continue 
to pray. We invite them all to 
pray and persist in their prayers.” 
Mankind until now, said the Pope, 
has “talked too much and too use- 
lessly.”

— Ap- 
proval by President Roosevelt of a 
new section of the oil . ode intended 
to eliminate unfair ethods of 
competition in drilling an- 
nounced today by Secre of the: 
Interior Ickes, Oil Administrator. 

The new section is designed to 
prevent secret agreements, rebates 
or discounts, to stipulate wage and 
salary payments ‘n cash or check 
and to provide representation for 
drillers on sub-committees set up 
by the planning and co-ordination 
committee for. the administering 
sections of the code relating to 
drilling. 

At the same time, Ickes said the 
President had approved some minor 
changes in labor sections of the 
code as applied to drilling. It was 
explained that the amendments had 
been suggested by representatives 
of drilling organizations and com- 
panies to meet the needs of drill- 
ing activities and by the planning 
committee, which represents the in- 
dustry. 

The changes in the labor provi- 
sions will maintain in substance the 
36-hour week, with a conditional 
provision that drillers might work 
a maximum of 48 hours a week, 
provided the working week aver- 
ages not more than 36 hours for 
any 26 consecutive weeks and with 
a limitation of not more than 16 
hours’ work in any two days, 
should conditions be such that re- 
lief is impracticable. 

“The amendments were made 
necessary by numerous complaints 


ito me arising from confusion over 


the present provisions of the code 
as they affect drilling,” Ickes said 
in a statement. “The revisions in 
the labor provisions in substance, 
were approved by the Labor Ad- 
visory Board of the NRA and by 
labor organizations. 

“The new section to eliminate un- 
fair competitive practices in drill- 
ing is necessary to prevent unde- 
sirable customs that tend to de- 
stroy the intent of the code and te 
violate the spirit of sections there- 
in.”

The Liver 


HE liver is one of the largest 
T organs in the body and one that 
is essential to life. 

At the Mayo Clinic and other ex- 
perimental centers throughout the 
world, much study has been de- 
voted to this organ. Experiments 
on animals, whose anatomy and 
physiology closely approximate the 
human’s, have been. made, includ- 
ing the complete removal of the 


liver: 
It has, been found that there is 


a very large margin of safety pres- 


ent in this organ, for even when 
70 per cent of the functioning liver 
tissue was removed in the experi- 
mental animal no appreciable 
change in its physiology was noted. 

The animal remained in a gqod 
state of health, despite the destruc- 


tion of almost four-fifths of its 


liver. 

These and other studies have re- 
vealed the multiform services which 
the liver renders to the body. 

Thus, the liver plays an impor- 
tant part in carbohydrate or sugar 
metabolism. 

Complete removal of the liver is 
followed within two hours by severe 
muscular weakness and convul- 
sions, apparently due to the ex- 
haustion of the available sugar in 
the animal’s body. 

The intravenous injection of su- 
gar in such animals causes the 
disappearance of the convulsions 
and the reappearance of muscular 
strength. 

The liver also plays an impor- 
tant role in the utilization by the 
body of proteins. 

The anti-toxic functions of the 
liver were also brought out in thes@ 
experiments, for, as has been well 
known for some time, the liver 
plays an important role in the de- 
struction by various methods of 
toxic substances which are ab- 
sorbed from the intestinal tract. 

These experiements, apart from 
establishing more clearly the mul- 
tiform functions of the liver, prom- 
ise to be of service to manking in 
the development of dependable tests

AE many readers know by now, 


President Roosevelt is an en- 
thusiastic stamp collector and 
has a large collection of stamps.

The stamps which form the nu- 
cleus of his collection were given 
to him by his mother, Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, who collected them 
when she was a girl. . The Presi- 
dent was eight years old when the 
stamps were given to him and for 
over 40 years he has added to their 
number until today the President 
has 20,000 different specimens in 
30 albums with a great many 
more as yet unmounted. 

One rule of the President is to 
never mount a stamp until he has 
made a careful study of the design, 
inscription and the history in back 
of the stamp. The monetary val- 
ue of a stamp means nothing to 
him and he has never gone in for 
speculation.

Further Positive Responses 
to the Two-Bid 


O far we have considered the 
responses of two and three no 
trumps, and the raise in opener’s 

suit. In connection with no trump

Generally, however, a no-trump 
response results in the opening bid- 
der being the declarer in his first 
suit because it needed no support, 
or in one of two (or three) suits 
according to the responder’s prefer- 
ence. A raise in opener’s suit in- 
variably decides that this suit will 
be trumps, so that the opener will 
be declarer. Exceptionally, in 
tournament play especially, they 
may nevertheless end up in a no- 
trump slam; but my point is that 
we have been considering these sit- 
uations in which the responding 
hand’s role in quite subsidiary. He 
answers questions and usually ends 
up as dummy. We must next con- 
sider the circumstances under 
which the 
Responding Hands Takes a Positive 

Part in the Bidding and Is Like- 

ly to Become the Declarer. 

This comes about when the re- 
sponder is able to take out in an- 
other suit on his first response. To 
do this, he must hold either a suit 
of six or more cards regardless of 
the cards heading it, or else a suit of 

Five Cards Headed by Not Less 

Than the King or the Queen-Jack. 

With this holding he should bid 
his suit even if he has no other 
face card in his hand. At this 
point, 
He Must Not Bid a Four-Card Suit 
for reasons which it will be easier 
to explain after you know thor- 
oughly how to handle the situation 
when he bids a five-card suit. 


Even With Fine Support. For 
Opener’s Suit 
you should first bid a six-card suit 
of your own, or a five-card suit 
headed by king or queen-jack, and 
show your support for his suit later 
if need be. This is extremely im- 
portant, for the value of a suit of 
this kind is inestimable if it hap- 
pens to fit the opener’s giant hand. 
It is likely in that event to be the 
deciding factor in the hand. If it 
does not fit his hand, it at least 
bridges a weak spot and enables 
him to rebid his first suit with 
greater security since he knows 
that he cannot be repeatedly forced 
by persistent hostile leads of this 
suit which was his weak spot, but 
which you are able to bid. A two- 
bid really means strength in three 
suits. To start with, the hand has 
not more than three losers. If the 
hand was weak in two suits, it must 
be a tremendous two-suiter to have 
only three losers. In -that case 
either it would justify a three-bid 
instead of a two-bid, or else its two 
suits are both so solid that they 
are independent, practically speak- 
ing, of trump support through con- 
sisting of only five cards each. If 
the responder has no more than a 
doubleton in each of the opener’s 
suits, and so cannot show a natural 
preference, no harm is done by 
showfng his biddable suit; opener 
will still get to, but not beyond, the 
game contract he had in his hand 
from the start, and the responder’s 
bid will not have hindered, though 
on this rare occasion it did not 
help. In nine two-bids out of ten, 
the responder’s bid of another suit 
will help enormously — either be- 
cause it bridges the one weak spot 
in opener’s hand and so makes the 
hand safe to play in no trumps, 
assuming no-suit fit can be found; 
or because it fits opener’s hand so 
well that he is enabled to cause 
the responder to be declarer in that 
suit either for a very easy game, or 
more probably for a small or grand 
slam. Responder provides the fit, 
opener contributes a tremendous 
array of high cards, almost always 
with immediate control of at least 


three suits.

Cream of Chicken and Celery Broth 
Break up bones from a left-over 
roasted chicken or use canned 
chicken broth. If bones are used, 
cover with two quarts of water and 
bring slowly to a boil. Add one 
sliced onion, outside stalks of cel- 
ery, one small bay leaf, one-fourth 
teaspoon of black pepper and one 
teaspoon of salt. Let simmer gently 
for two hours. Strain. Add one 
cup of finely chopped celery and 
cook until the celery is tender. Melt 
together one tablespoon of butter 
with one scant tablespoon of flour 
and add to stock and let boil. Just 
before serving fold in one and a 
half cups of whipped cream.

Drain and dry thor- 
oughly. Over raisins pour one-half 
cup of sherry and let stand a cou- 
ple of hours.” Soak one tablespoon 
of gelatin in a little cold water. 
Dissolve in one-third cup of hot 
milk. Whip one pint of cream stiff.
